Inquiries made as long distance tele- 
phcne’ at ‘the home of Mr. Marsh Gis- 
closed that he met his death while re- 
turning home from target practice in a 
weod not far from his country place. 
He was accompanied by Mrs. Marsh, 
John M. Lowrie, an attorney of 7 Dey 
Street, and Mrs. Lowrie. The Lowries, 


4 who are close friends of the Marsh fam- 


ily, went to Pawling as week-end visitors 
of Mr. and Mrs. Marsh, whose city, resi- 
dence is at 39% Washington Square. 

Although the members.of the party had 
target rifles, Mr. Marsh carried a shot 
gun, it was said. On thé way back the 
patty had to pass gate bars in a stone 
wall. Mr. Marsh started to crawl be- 
tween the bars when other members of 
the group were startled by a shot from 
his gun.: They saw him lurch through 
the bars with blood streaming from.a 
wound in his temple. 

Mrs. Marsh and Mr. and Mrs. Lowrie 
hurried to the side of the wounded man. 
They realized he was dangerously hurt 
and made frantic efforts to summon 
medical aid. Mr. Marsh was dead when 
Dr. Brook of the Harmony Road Sani- 
tarium arrived. Dr. Brook said that 
Mr, Marsh had been iciled jnstantly 
The body was removed to Mr. Marsh’s 
home, ‘‘ Little Chasm,” from .where. it 
will be brought today to New York City 
for cremation, in accordance with his 
wishes. 

Edward Clark Marsh was . widely 
known ‘as a literary critic -and as a 
writer of short stories. He was born 
in Portland, Mich., on Feb. 19, 1875, 
son of the Rev. Augustus and Martha 
Scott (Hewitt) Marsh. He was gradu- 
ated from Alma College, Michigan, in 
1896, later studied at thé University 
of Chicago, amd in 1900 ‘received his 
A. M. degree from the University. of 
Michigan. The following year he mar- 
ried Helen Church, daughter of Nathan 
Church of Ithaca, ich, 

From 1£00 to 1906 Mr. Marsh was in 
the hewspaper business, contributing 
short stories to magazines and writing 
reviews of music, books and. plays in 
various periodicals. He became associ- 
ated with the Macmillan Company. as 
head of ‘the editorial department in 
1906, remaining with that house until 
1920,~ after having served as . Vice 


President and head of the publishing 
department. In 1921 he went to Harper 
& Bros. as-editorial adviser. He edited 
% ame Wisdom of Carlyle’ in 1910. 
Mr. Marsh was a member of the Cen- 
tury and Players’ Clubs. -.He leaves, 
besides his widow, three brothers, Harry 
Marsh, Secretary of the National © \ 
Service Reform League; Stewart Marsn, 
Secretary of the Chamber of Commerce 
of San Francisco, and Theodore Marsh, 
an automobile engineer of Detroit; also 
ree sisters, Mrs. Roy Cramm of Flint, 
Mich.; Mrs. H. Brush of Detroit. 
Mich., and Miss Alice Marsh, General 
Secretary of the Y. W. C. Ai, Dayton, 
Ohio. He is also survived by his mother, 
who lives in Detrctt.

STREET BUILDING GAINS. 


Steady sehen In Contraction 
Work Shown. by Bond Issues. 


Villages, towns: and- cities ; throughout 
the country have voted for street con- 
struction  $101,421,275 for the year 
August, 1921, to August, 1922, and bonds 
to the, amount of $82,571,361 have been 
scold. While these figures show only 
issues that have been actually put out, 
there are also pending $97,271,771 in 
street .construction bonds not yet acted 
on by municipalities.

FORESTS NATIONAL ASSETS. 


German Timber Suggested as Part 
Payment of War Debts. 


The offer of the. German Government 
to pay ‘part of its war debts with <tim- 
ber and- forest products - is the. most 
convincing’ evidence ‘so far presented of 
the value’of forests as a national asset, 
in the opinion ‘of ‘Charles Lathrop Pack,

The report, of ‘the Commission on 
Racial Relations appointed by Gov- 
ernor LowpEN of Illinois soon after the 
go race riot in July of 1919 has 
just been made public, It is of fhational 
value, and not merely of local applica- 
tion in its findings. . It discusses in: & 
thorough way what it calls“ our most 
“ grave arid perplexing. domestic Rrob=_ 
“jem,” the relation of whites and nes. 
groes. The commission, ' undér. ‘the 
Chairmanship of Epoar A. Baxcnort, 
consisted of six white members; among 
whom were Victor Lawdoy, JuLius 
RosENWALD, Professor “FRANCIS . W. 
SHEPARDSON of the University of: Chi- | 
cago and -six negroes, The volume 
(published by ,the University of. Chi- 
cago Press) which embodies the re- 
sults of their study of the problem 
presents not only a new and compre- 
hensive’ view of the racial situation in 
America but also specific suggestions 
as to what thé local: governments, the} 
principals and teachers in the schools, 
the soctal agencies, the labor. unions, 


companies and, finally ‘theugh not 
‘least of all, the press ought to .do. 

The oblem canrot be dismissed. 
The deportation of negroes, the es- 
tablishment-of a negro State, complete 
segregation—such proposals .or | hopes: 
are vain... The solution must be “ in 
“ harmohy with the fundamental: jaw | 
“of the nation and with ‘its. free in-. 
“ stitutions.”. ‘The .story .of the’ par- 
ticular “episode which led ‘tothe: ap- 
pointment of this commission, with: the 
pictures which illustrate that story, is 
one that must bring shame to every 
American* “reader. But if it- deepens 
the sense of obligation to assist in bet- 
tering conditions, public. confession 
‘will be good for our civic soul. The 
recommendations of tlie. ‘report all’ 
have their basis in the conviction that 
such lapses as have been apparent 
among negroes. “ are due to ‘cireum- 
“ stances of position rather: than to 
“ distinct racial traits. If the public 
is brought to share this conviction 
with the:commission, We shall have 
gone a long way toward ‘doing the 
right ‘thing by the twelve milion: 
negroes in America. °

on race relations for Chicago. It is 
promising that in two-thirds of the 
counties in thirteen Southern States 
inter-racial) commissions now exist to 
promote justice and good-will between 
black and white.

The Baltimore & Ohio Railroad has 
issued a formal statement to officers 
and employes asking them to give every.

normal. in the handling of its trans- 
portation. In addressing the men, 
Daniel. Willard, President of the Balti- 
more & Ohio, says in part: 

“The officers and men upon whom an 
unusual burden has fallen during the

idle have experienced a loss in wages 
equal _relatively perhaps to the severe 
loss which the company has sustained 
in consequence of the strike.
